There were also fat sausages, hard-boiled egg*, 
fine salads, spring onions and creamy cotta*# 
cheese. 
Following our lunch there, we would 
move on to the Knickerbocker at Broadway and 
Forty-second. 
Then we would have dine sumptu­ 
ously for the price of a few beers.” 


H O W YO U take us back, Adolf! 
W e don’t re­ 
member Claridge, but the first time we visited 
New York as a callow, but hungry kid, we dis­ 
covered the Knickerbocker free lunch, a feast in­ 
credible to those who never had sf’en it before. 
There on great tables «near the bar were piled 
roasts of beef, turkeys, chickens and hams, lob­ 
ster and chicken salads, every known cheese and 
acres of other viands.

That homer was No. IOO on Cravath's 
long list of circuit swats. It was the home 
run hit that gave Cravath a reconrd which 
will probably not he equalled in many 
years to come, for the dope hook shows 
us that Hans Wagner kept swinging at 
the offerings of the pitchers for twenty- 
odd years before be slammed out his 100th 
four-baser. 


Cravath's record of IOO home runs was 
made over a period of nine playing sea­ 
sons in the big show’, all hut two of which 
he spent in the National League, w h ere, 
the pitchers have learned to fear and re- 
spect his big blugeon in the last seven 
year*. 


Cravath got his first fling in the Ameri­ 
can league and it was there that he start­ 
ed to accumulate his homers. He was with 
the Red Sox, White Sox and .Senators in 
1908 and 1909, and then he spent three 
years with the Minneapolis Millers before 
hooking up with the Phillies. For six 
years in succession, from 1912 to 1917, he 
hammered out more than ten homers per 
season, his
